It is necessary to delve into the 
history of the formation of Canada 
to realize the manuscripts and docu- 
ments which are of importance at 
the Archives. Originally what are 
now the provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec formed the French colony of 
Canada, or New France, and those 
of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island the French 
colony of Acadia.

London, Dec. 7.—A new hurricane 
which swept in from the Atlantic 
still raged over the British Isles and 
nearby coasts today, spreading de- 
struction and confusion in its wake. 
The Scilly Islands reported a wind 
velocity of 108 miles an hour, while 
80 and %0 mile velocities in other 
parts of England were common. 

As many as 26 already were dead 
in the furious storm, 19 of the vie- 
tims losing their lives in sea mis- 
haps in which huge waves and wind 
swamped smaller craft before they 
could make port. Considerable 
anxiety was held for some vessels, 
which either were not reported or 
were known to have been in dif 
ficulties. 

Throughout the night the gale tore 
through London, smashing windows 
and unroofing wooden buildings. 
Crowds leaving the theatres last 
night were surprised at the violence 
of the wind, which at the time was 
accompanied by a spectacular elec- 
tric display and a torrential down- 
pour.
